At last, after m ych hesitation and re- 
luctance on the part of those in power 
at the Elysee, there seems to be sub- 
stantial signs that the crisis which has 
been so long pending in France, and 
which has resulted solely from the 
stubborn folly of President MacMahon, 
is about to be dispelled by events that 
should have followed immediately upon 
the heels of the recent elections. To 
all appearances the party of the left, 
led by Leon Gambetta, have carried

It has required all the prestige, di- 
piomacy aud ex perience of the vener- 
able-statesman, Dufaure, to bring the 
marshal-president to realize what was 
due to France and her representatives , 
and yet it would seem that the inter- 
view which has led to the negotiations, 
and which has resulted in placing M. 
Dufaurein the position of intermediary, 
was sought by MacMahon himself, If 
this be true, the reiuctance of the presi- 
dent to accede to the demands of the 
majority of the chamber of deputies is 
more apporent than real, and is assumed 
in order the more gracefully to release 
himsclf from the influences which have 
heretofore prevailed at the Elysee. 
The telegrams from Paris during the 
week have been characterized by their 
usual confusing contradictions. The 
latest information, however, is to the 
effect that the members of the present 
cabinet have tendered their resigna- 
tions, and that tne negotiatious with M. 
Dufaure have resulted in a reluctant 
submiesion on the part of President 
MacMahon to the formation of a par- 
liamentary ministry. The venerable 
senator has agreed to attempt to forma 
cabinet conditional upon the consent of 
the president that the ministry sbali 
have entire liberty as to all official ap- 
pointments, that a message shall be 
sent to the chamber of depu- 
tes =s guaranteeing that body 
against capricious dissolution, . and 
that MacMahon shali agree to bills re-~

Our excellent contemporary the Tele- 
graph and Messenger, (now let us be 
friends, Colonel Jones,) under the 
head of “A Serious Omission in the 
New Constitution,” suggest that Gov. 
Colquitt be asked to call an extra session 
of the legislature. The reason assign- 
ed is that the old legislature, on the rat- 
ification of the new congtitution, is 
functus officio, and this being the case, 
if we should unfortunately be deprived 
of our governor before the meeting of 
our new legislature in November, 1878, 
there wouid be no one to fill his place 
and hence the state would be in an 
awkward predicament. The vote on 
the capital: question having ben for 
Atlanta, we can see no reason why 
there should be an extra session of the 
legislature, If the vote had been for 
removal to Milledgeville it would have 
been required. The new constitution 
takes effect from the date-of its adop 
tion. As to the new features in the 
constitution, such as the provisions 
for appeals, etc., these will not go into 
operation uptil there is proper machin- 
ery provided for them by the legisla- 


ture. 
The new homestead takes effect 


from the date of its adoption by the 
people, but all provisions 
of the old homestead law 
remain of foree, anid the old 
law is modified, just as the ordinance 
known asthe homestead of 1877 re. 
quires. Application will be made in 
the same way, and it will be granted, 
laid off and recorded, as required by 
statutes under the homestead of 1868.

Remember, farmer, that wheat, cot- 
torf, corn, clover, turnips, &c., each re- 
quire cer’ain elements from the soil, 

nd that they will not flourish where 
the appropriate elements are absent 
Science teaches what elements are es- 
sential to every species of plant by an 
analysiscf their ashes. If, theretore, 
you find that the soil of your farm is 
wanting inany of these elements, all 
you have to do, is to write tothe com- 
missioner of agriculture and he will dis- 
cover for you the cause of the barren- 
ness of your soil,and will aid you to 
accomplish its removal. In fact he 
will furnish vou any desired informa-~ 
tion relative to the management of 
your farm. 

The bureau should greatly aid Geor- 
gia in a course of improvement in agri- 
culture. In the application of chemistry 
to farming, in comparative anatomy 
and botany, in exact experiments
